Ms. Nicholson called the meeting to order at 9:05 a.m. The Board introduced themselves to the public.

REVIEW OF MINUTES (April 10, 2013)

The Board reviewed the minutes of the April 10, 2013 meeting. Mr. Price made a correction on page 2.
He asked to have a change made from “students must complete clinical in their home states” to “If
students choose to do clinical in their home states they must find their own clinical sites.” Mr. Sanders
made a motion, seconded by Ms.Nellius, to approve the minutes as corrected. By majority vote, the
motion carried, with Mr. Maddex and Dr. Lomax abstaining.

REVIEW OF MINUTES (April 17, 2013)

The Board reviewed the minutes of the April 17, 2013 meeting. Ms. Nicholson asked that the first word
on line 4 be corrected to have a capital ‘B’. Mr. Price made a motion, seconded by Ms. Halpern, to
approve the minutes as corrected. By majority vote, the motion carried, with Dr. Lomax abstaining.

ADOPTION OF THE AMENDED AGENDA
Mr. Price made a motion, seconded by Mr. Maddex, to adopt the agenda as amended. By unanimous
vote, the motion carried.

Dr. Zickafoose provided a report of the number and types of active licenses as of May 7, 2013.

UNFINISHED BUSINESS

Excelsior Presentation

Mr. Joseph Porter, General Council for Excelsior College and Dr. Laurie Nagelsmith, Associate Dean of
the School of Nursing of Excelsior College of Albany, New York both gave presentations to the Board.
Mr. Porter said they wanted to accomplish three things:

e Provide additional information about Excelsior College and how it relates to Regents
College.

e Give an overview of the Associate Degree in Nursing program, which is actually not an
online learning program, but a competency based, distance education program that has
been designed for working adults - experienced folks with healthcare experience.

¢ Make the Board more aware of the 102 students in the state of Delaware currently
enrolled in their program and ask the Board to reflect a little more about the implications
of their recent decision on those students.

A PowerPoint presentation was shown to the Board and the Board members asked questions of the
Excelsior guests. At 10:15 A.M. Ms. Nicholson thanked Dr. Nagelsmith and Mr. Porter for sharing their
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information, and the two presenters left the meeting. After much discussion among the Board
members, Mr. Maddex made a motion, seconded by Dr. Contino, to accept graduates from Excelsior
College up until January 31, 2014, waiving the disqualifying factor that Excelsior is not a Delaware
Board of Nursing approved program at this time. By majority vote, the motion carried, with Ms. Halpern
voting ‘no’, and Mr. Price and Dr. Lomax abstaining.

Proposed Regulation Change Conclusion (Rules14.2.1.5 and 14.2.1.6)

Ms. Davis-Oliva said the proposed regulation change for Rules 14.2.1.5 and 14.2.1.6 was posted in the
Register of Regulations on January 1, 2013. This regulation will change the time period by which a
compact state applicant must change their licensure status to their home state address from the current
30 days to 90 days. The proposed change was posted January 1, 2013, and was held open for 30 days
from that date for written public comment. No written comments were received. At the February 13,
2013 meeting the Board of Nursing held a public hearing; no public comments were given. A written
comment period was open for an additional 15 days as required by statute, and no written comments
were received. Now that the comment period is over, the Board held deliberations. Dr. Contino made a
motion, seconded by Ms. Bradley, to adopt the amendments as proposed. By unanimous vote, the
motion carried. Ms. Davis-Oliva said the order will have to be republished in the June 1, 2013 Register
of Regulations and the change will go into effect June 11, 2013.

COMMITTEE REPORTS

APN Committee — Mr. Price said the committee held a meeting on April 30". At that meeting the
committee discussed a letter sent by the Board of Medical Licensure and Discipline stating that they do
not agree with the changes the committee has put into place. Mr. Price said the word ‘collaborative’ is
one of the issues being discussed. Dr. Zickafoose said the committee has agreed to make changes to
the statute by adding two statements in the current draft trying to address the BMLD’s concerns. This
revised draft will be shared again with the Board of Medical Licensure and Discipline. APN Committee
members will be going to Legislative Hall on May 14 to meet with legislators on the Health and Welfare
Committee to discuss the Consensus Model.

AWSAM Committee — Dr. Zickafoose said the committee hasn’t met as they are waiting on the
curriculum revisions. The Curriculum Sub-Committee met on April 24™ and they are working on the
revisions. There was a request by the DDS groups of Delaware to utilize an online medication
curriculum which the AWSAM committee will review. It was thought that the online curriculum might be
fine for DDS as a means for their ‘module’ specific areas but not acceptable for the overall core
curriculum for all programs. The next meeting of the sub-committee is scheduled for May 9" at 4:30
p.m.

PRESIDENT’S REPORT
Ms. Nicholson gave the following report.

NEW BUSINESS BEFORE THE BOARD
LICENSEE APPLICATION REVIEWS

By Examination

Dion Davis, LPN — Mr. Davis graduated from Excelsior College, Albany, NY in April 2013. His CBC
showed four counts of Theft (Rule 15.3.16), and two counts of Theft False Pretense (Rule 15.3.18). Mr.
Davis answered ‘yes’ to question #16, “Have any of your Nursing licenses been disciplined, etc.,” and
gave DE, TX, OK’ as the states where this had happened. He answered ‘yes’ to question #19 and
stated, “Fraudulent Representation, received a Governor's Pardon for same in 1994.” Disposition
paperwork was submitted, but a letter of explanation and references were not. Mr. Price made a
motion, seconded by Ms. Nellius, to grant a waiver for Mr. Davis to sit for the NCLEX exam. By
unanimous vote, the motion carried.

By Endorsement

Debra Behun, LPN — Ms. Behun graduated from Reading-Muhlenberg Vo-Tech School, Muhlenberg,
PA in August 1974. Her letter of explanation stated that she recently relocated from Pennsylvania
where she and her husband shared a business for 30 years. It further stated that she has kept her
license in Pennsylvania active. She explained she would like to work in a doctor’s office in Delaware
and has been told she needs to take a refresher course. After checking into this she said DTCC is the
only place the course is offered; however, they are not offering it until the Fall of 2013, or the Spring of
2014. She requested approval for a supervised practice plan to be able to start working immediately.
No letters of reference were submitted. Ms. Halpern noted that on question #21 of her application Ms.
Behun wrote that she completed 24 CE’s; however, on question #22 she wrote ‘none’ when asked for a
list of CE’s that were completed in the past two years. The Board had concerns about other responses
to questions on her application. Mr. Price talked about the letter Ms. Behun submitted stating she could
work in a doctor’'s office. Ms. Davis-Oliva said a doctor’s office is not appropriate for a supervised
practice plan per Rules 4.3.1 and 6.5.1.8. Ms. Halpern made a motion, seconded by Ms. Bradley, to
propose to deny licensure by endorsement with the right of the applicant to a hearing. By unanimous
vote, the motion carried.
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Susan Devos, RN — Ms. Devos graduated from Grand Rapids Community College, Grand Rapids, Ml in
May 1987. Her criminal background showed previous discipline in Michigan. Ms. Devos sent in three
letters of explanation; one dated 3/22/13, and the other two dated 3/23/13. Ms. Devos explained that in
August 1995 she was issued a restricted nursing license. She said she was able to work as a nurse, in
a supervisory position, but was restricted regarding controlled substance medications. She said she
was taking prescription medication for back pain but was ‘reckless’ with it. Several Board members
discussed that Ms. Devos never mentioned in any of her letters that she was put on probation in
Michigan. Ms. Halpern said question #25 asked the applicant if she had ever been dependent on habit
forming drugs and alcohol, to which she responded ‘no’; however, her letters talked about being
‘reckless’ where this was concerned. Dr. Contino asked why Ms. Devos would be required to do drug
and alcohol testing if this were not the case. Mr. Sanders made a motion, seconded by Ms. Nellius, to
propose to deny licensure by endorsement with the right to the applicant to a hearing. By unanimous
vote, the motion carried.

By Reinstatement

Lynn Carmichael, RN — No reference form was supplied by Ms. Carmichael. A letter of explanation
stated Ms. Carmichael was hired by Williamsville Wellness as an RN; however, a call regarding her
employment there confirmed she was not employed in that position. Also, her application listed
Michigan as one of the states she was licensed in, but left out Ohio where she also was licensed.
Evaluations were sent in for CE’s, but not the actual CE documents, and they were too old to be
considered. Mr. Salati made a motion, seconded by Mr. Sanders, to propose to deny licensure by
reinstatement with the right to the applicant for a hearing. This decision was based on incorrect
information on the application and lack of proof of CE’s earned. By unanimous vote, the motion carried.

HEARINGS/CONSENT AGREEMENTS — RATIFICATION & SIGNATURE

Consent Agreement(s)

Tamar Hirshberg, RN — Ms. Davis-Oliva read the consent agreement for the Board which stated that
from September 2009 to March 2011 Ms. Hirshberg wrote prescriptions for controlled substances
without prescriptive authority or a Delaware Controlled Substances Registration Number. She did,
however, possess a federal DEA number. Dr. Contino made a motion, seconded by Mr. Maddex, to
accept the consent agreement as written. By majority vote, the motion carried, with Ms. Halpern
recused.

Malinda Kragh, RN — Ms. Davis-Oliva read the consent agreement for the Board. At the Board’s March
2013 meeting, an emergency suspension was issued pending the outcome of criminal charges against
Ms. Kragh. A consent agreement now has been issued extending the time period indefinitely, pending
the resolution of the charges. Mr. Price made a motion, seconded by Mr. Maddex, to accept the
consent agreement as written. By majority vote, the motion carried, with Ms. Halpern recused.

Appointment of Hearing Panel #14

Ms. Nicholson thanked Hearing Panel #13, Mr. Deputy, Ms. Bradley, and Mr. Sanders, for their service.
She then nominated Hearing Panel #14 with Dr. Contino as chairperson, and Mr. Salati and Mr.
Maddex as members. The new Hearing Panel will serve for May, June, and July. Dr. Lomax made a
motion to accept the nominations, seconded by Ms. Nellius. By unanimous vote, the motion carried.

Hearing Officer Recommendations

Michele Logan, RN — Ms. Davis-Oliva summarized the Hearing Officer Recommendation for the Board.
The recommendation stated Ms. Logan used and diverted drugs, and plead guilty for theft. From March
2009 until April 2009 she diverted drugs from her employer. She entered a Superior Court drug
diversion program, with no positive drug screens since 2009. Ms. Nicholson suggested a minor
correction to Page 20 #12, to include the word ‘may’ prior to ‘make a written statement’. Ms. Halpern
asked if there were any conditions in the recommendation that would not allow Ms. Logan to have
access to controlled substances. Ms. Davis-Oliva said the Board can recommend that be included. Ms.
Nellius made a motion, seconded by Dr. Lomax, to amend the Hearing Officer Recommendation to
include wording that Ms. Logan not have access to, or the ability to administer, controlled substances
while on probation, and to include the word ‘may’ as suggested above. By majority vote, the motion
carried, with Mr. Salati recused.

Josephine Obonyo, RN — Ms. Davis-Oliva summarized the Hearing Officer Recommendation for the
Board. The recommendation stated that while employed in an Alzheimer’s Unit on May 1, 2011, Ms.
Obonyo improperly identified a patient, and administered the wrong medication, with hospitalization
occurring as a result. Ms. Obonyo then improperly recorded the time this occurred on the MAR. The
violations that were found were; failing to follow procedures in place, and falsification of patient records.
The recommended penalty is a letter of reprimand and 3 additional CE’s in Medicine Administration and
3 CE’s in Nursing Ethics. Ms. Halpern asked if every patient there was supposed to have a wristband
with their picture on it, and Mr. Salati said they have wristbands with their names on them, but their
pictures are on the MAR'’s. Ms. Nicholson said the pictures can sometimes be out of date. Mr. Salati
said Ms. Obonyo was on an unfamiliar unit, was relying on people to help identify the patients there,
and he felt she did her best. Ms. Halpern asked why Ms. Obonyo was only getting a letter of reprimand,
and Mr. Price said a letter of reprimand will follow her for the rest of her life. Mr. Sanders made a

motion, seconded by Mr. Salati, to accept the Hearing Officer Recommendation as written. By
unanimous vote, the motion carried.

Busurat Adesanya, LPN — Ms. Davis-Oliva summarized the Hearing Officer Recommendation for the
Board. The recommendation stated that on the evening of July 2, 2011 Ms. Adesanya was tasked with
serving in a home for a terminally ill two-month old child who required around the clock care and
monitoring. Her primary responsibility was to monitor and report the child’s respiration and other vital
information at least hourly. The Hearing Officer Recommendation concluded that around 3:00 a.m. the
mother came into the child’s room and found Ms. Adesanya asleep. It continues to state that no
notations were made at 2:00 a.m. or 3:00 a.m., and that the last notation made was at 1:00 a.m. The
recommended discipline is suspension of Ms. Adesanya’s LPN license for one year, followed by one
year probation. During the suspension Ms. Adesanya must earn 3 CE’s in Ethics, and 3 CE’s in Critical
Patient Care. She is required to petition the Board at the end of the suspension to have it lifted. Ms.
Davis-Oliva said exceptions to the Hearing Officer were provided to the Board for review. Ms.
Adesanya’s exceptions give a step-by-step account of what happened, and stated that she learned her
lesson regarding her procrastination in documenting data. She stated in her exception that she was
awake at the time and indicated that she is not a fraudulent person. Mr. Salati said he felt Ms.
Adesanya brought up a couple of valid points in her exception. He said he feels parents are tuned in to
their children at times like this and can’t imagine a parent coming into a room, finding the nurse asleep,
and not waking her up if she was sleeping. He mentioned also that the mother declined to speak with
the investigator and refused to testify at the hearing. There was considerable discussion regarding this.
Board members felt the records were memorializing ‘hearsay’ evidence from the mother. Ms. Davis-
Oliva said ‘hearsay’ evidence is admissible; however, the Board cannot base their decision on it. The
Board decided to postpone discussion of the Hearing Officer Recommendation until the June 12"
meeting while Ms. Davis-Oliva researched this issue.

Maureen Szmyd, LPN — Ms. Davis-Oliva summarized the Hearing Officer Recommendation for the
Board. Two complaints were heard in one hearing. The recommendation stated that on March 6, 2012
Ms. Szmyd was impaired while practicing nursing after testing positive for Marijuana and two controlled
substances. She was observed as fatigued and dozing on the job. She was found unfit to practice
nursing due to addiction. With regard to the second complaint, as an LPN Ms. Szmyrd does not have
prescriptive authority; however, she countermanded the Express Scripts prescriptive order of a treating
cardiologist when she suggested a person engage in an oxygen pre-trial, in direct contradiction of the
posted physician’s order. This practice was found to be a deviation from the standard of care and
unprofessional conduct. Recommended discipline for the two complaints combined are a two year
suspension, after which she can petition for reinstatement after one year, if she can show that she has
made an appointment with a drug treatment evaluator and then follows a course of treatment, if any are
recommended. She must also sign a release for the Board to get documentation, and submit for
random urine tests every 90 days. Following the suspension when it is lifted by this Board, she’ll go on
probation for a period of at least two years, which will run concurrent with employment. She must also
keep the Executive Director updated with her current address. She also needs to arrange for her
nursing supervisor reports to be sent to the Executive Director, and she’ll need to take additional CE’s.
Any violations will result in further discipline by the Board. Dr. Contino made a motion, seconded by Ms.
Bradley, to accept the Hearing Office Recommendation as written. By majority vote, the motion carried,
with Ms. Sanders recused.

Charles Morgan, LPN, Akua Diawuo, LPN, Katherine Sanders, RN, Chizorom Anyuanwu, LPN — Ms.
Davis-Oliva summarized the Hearing Officer Recommendation for the Board. The hearing was about a
Department of Corrections complaint and no discipline has been recommended by the Hearing Officer.
Mr. Price made a motion, seconded by Ms. Littleton, to accept the Hearing Officer Recommendation as
written. By majority vote, the motion carried, with Mr. Salati recused.
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Jean Binkley, APN — Ms. Davis-Oliva summarized the Hearing Officer Recommendation for the Board.
She said this is a complaint that was prosecuted before the Hearing Officer. The licensee is an APN.
The allegations in the complaint were regarding the licensee prescribing controlled substances. After a
14-day hearing the Hearing Officer issued a 272-page Hearing Office Recommendation. The
recommendation then went to the Joint Practice Committee because the statute indicates they are the
disciplining body for Advanced Practice Nurses when allegations are solely based in the prescribing
practices. The Joint Practice Committee issued an opinion to the Board of Nursing. The Joint Practice
Committee recommended discipline that was different than what the Hearing Office recommended, but
they wanted to be clear that their decision applies to the APN license only, and not Ms. Binkley’'s RN
license. Ms. Davis-Oliva advised the Board with regard to their finding that Ms. Binkley’s RN license is
not implicated in these practices, if they find that the Joint Practice Committee’s decision is not contrary
to state and federal laws, and is not arbitrary or capricious. Ms. Bradley said she was confident in the
Joint Practice Committee’s decision. Ms. Halpern agreed that Ms. Binkley’s RN license is out of
jurisdiction and that it is not in question. Mr. Maddex made a motion, seconded by Dr. Lomax, which
finds that the Joint Practice Committee’s decision is not contrary to state or federal laws or regulation,
and is supported by substantial evidence and is not arbitrary or capricious. By majority vote, the motion
carried, with Mr. Price recused.

LEGISLATIVE UPDATE

Emergency Temporary Suspension Update

Ms. Nicholson asked Ms. Davis-Oliva if there has been any movement on this proposed legislation. Dr.
Zickafoose said she was told the legislation had not been introduced as of yet. Mr. Maddex asked if
anyone knew who might introduce it from the Legislature. Ms. Nicholson thought it might be Senator
Henry. She also suggested Ms. Rebecca Walker.

Drug Diversion
Ms. Davis-Oliva said a new criminal charge is being developed regarding drug diversion that would be
considered a felony. She said there are currently six other states that have this legislation.

Violence Bill

Dr. Zickafoose said the DNA is working on their violence bill. The legislation pertains to when a patient
is violent and acts out against the nurse caring for that person; with exceptions to persons with mental
disorders. A felony criminal charge is recommended for this bill.

REVIEW OF COMPLIANCE

Katheryn Burns, LPN — Dr. Zickafoose informed the Board that Ms. Burns was in compliance with her
Board Order signed May 12, 2010. Ms. Burns notified the Board of one change of address. She has
participated in support groups and has supplied two years of quarterly reports but this year her sponsor
had passed away. Ms. Burns said she hasn’t been able to get another sponsor as of yet, but continues
to attend meetings and has had drug testing. Ms. Burns currently works for the Delaware Psychiatric
Center and has been there for 19 years. She sent in two positive letters of reference and attested that
she has been sober for the past 5 years. Dr. Zickafoose recommended that the Board lift the conditions
that were required of Ms. Burns and restore her license. Mr. Price made a motion, seconded by Ms.
Halpern, to lift the conditions on Ms. Burns’ license since she is in compliance. By unanimous vote, the
motion carried.
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Christina Jilek-Olachea, RN — Dr. Zickafoose said Ms. Jilek-Olachea failed to report she had a criminal
conviction on her license renewal in both 2009 and 2011. She was issued a letter of reprimand and was
required to complete continuing education in Ethics. The order was signed in May 2012 and entered
into NURSYS. She has completed a 3 credit course at Wilmington University in Bio-Ethics in Nursing,
which is equivalent to 15 CE’s, when she was only required to earn 6 CE’s. Dr. Zickafoose said Ms.
Jilek-Olachea has satisfied her requirements and recommended restoring her license. Dr. Contino
made a motion, seconded by Ms. Bradley, to restore Ms. Jilek-Olachea’s license. By unanimous vote,
the motion carried.

PRACTICE ISSUES

Licensure versus Practice (Job Description) Policy

Dr. Zickafoose said she has received numerous calls regarding a new job policy that is being
implemented at Beebe Medical Center that requires nurses to disclose any additional nursing education
or licensure obtained with a resultant termination from their current rule. For example, a LPN who goes
back to school must resign once the RN education is completed. Further, a RN who goes back to
school for an advanced practice degree will not be allowed to practice in a basic RN role. Dr.
Zickafoose expressed concern over this second practice because the RN license is a requirement for
APN licensure and she felt strongly that nurses should have the ability to choose which job position
they would accept and perform. It would be the nurse’s responsibility to practice within the scope of
practice for the role being performed. Mr. Price said it's important that they practice at that scope of
practice and not go into the APN scope of practice. If you exceed your scope of practice in any situation
and take that step to make an APN decision, then you have now breeched both. Dr. Zickafoose added
that she asks the nurse to refer to the job description and see what license is required. There is nothing
in the Board’s Rules or Regulations that prohibits nurses from working in positions below their level of
education. Dr. Zickafoose said she will continue to answer the way she has in the past, which is, “It is
not recommended and you will be held legally accountable to the highest level of license that you hold.
Organizations have the purview to make their own policies.” Other hospitals in the state also are
adopting similar policies.

EDUCATIONAL ISSUES

Delcastle High School Letter

Dr. Contino read a letter from Janet M. West, RN, MSN, dated March 19, 2013, from Delcastle
Technical High School that the Delcastle Practical Nursing Program will be closing effective June 30,
2013. The last class will be completed May 2013. All records will be housed in the Delcastle High
School guidance department. Records for the Adult Practical Nursing Program will be housed at the
Delaware Skills Center.

Camtech
Ms. Davis-Oliva said Camtech filed an appeal of the Board’s decision to withdraw their approved status.
They informed us they will be requesting a stay from the court and we will be opposing that stay
request.

Superior Court Appeal (Ms. Madhu Jain)

Ms. Davis-Oliva said Ms. Jain filed an appeal of the decision of the Superior Court, that upheld the
Board’s disciplinary decision, with the Delaware Supreme Court. A briefing on that should be finished in
early summer.
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LICENSURE ISSUES

Dr. Zickafoose said there is an applicant for licensure that does not have a current active license. Our
Rules and Regulations state that if you’ve been out of practice more than five years, you are required to
take a refresher course or do a Supervised Practice Plan. She said occasionally there is a situation
where a person has a compact licensure; they live in another state and know they will be moving to
Delaware, but they don’t get here in time, and their license has lapsed and they haven’t gotten their
Delaware license yet. Technically, they don’'t have an active license for licensure. Our credentialing
person, Ms. Jennifer Childears, is on the National Council Licensure Compact Committee. The
committee did a survey which asked, “Does your state board require an applicant for licensure by
endorsement hold a current license in another jurisdiction at the time of application?” Dr. Zickafoose
read the results of the survey, and said a few cases have been brought before the Board in the past
when the applicants didn’t have an active license and they were granted waivers. Ms. Nellius said the
fact they are coming by endorsement does imply they have an active license somewhere else. Dr.
Contino said sometimes you can put a license in inactive status. He said if an applicant applies in
another state they can go back and look at that. Dr. Zickafoose said in the database an inactive status
means they can reinstate or reapply, but if the applicant ever had a license in Delaware they would
have to reinstate; endorsement would be when an applicant is coming to our state from another state.
The Board made the decision that these applications would still come before the Board for review.

Ms. Robinson said the meeting was informative. She said she tells her nursing students not to give out
medication unless they see picture IDs. She said pictures sometimes can look different in the charts.
The bottom line is, if they don’t have ID, they don’t get medication.

Dr. Zickafoose said there is a positive employer verification
from 2011, but it doesn’'t cover the full six months. Dr. Contino made a motion, seconded by
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Ms.Littleton, to suspend the hearing for Ms. Paul, and further to grant her a waiver for licensure by
reinstatement. By unanimous vote, the motion carried.
